Washington, D. C., Jan. 9.—[{Special.}— 
Some of the younger members of the ways 
and means committee are manifestly a lit- 
tie staggered at the immensity of the task 
eet Before them to secure complete revision 
of the tariff in time for a special session of 
congress early in March. Some members 
are now suggesting delay of a few weeks, 
because they are afraid they cannot finish 
the work for some little time after the con- 
custom of the present session.

CALL THE DOCTOR. 

In all cases of diphtheria it is of first im- 
portance that antitexin be administered at 
the earliest possible moment. If there are 
ther children in the family each one should 
be given the regular immunizing dose, 

It is asserted by high medical authority 
that no child need die from diphtheria, pro- 
vided only that the antitoxin be given on the 
first day of the attack. Suspicious cases 
would better be treated as diphtheria. A 
delay of twenty-four hours is often fatal in 
cases of the malignant type. 

In any event, ..e administration of anti- 
toxin does no harm. In case of sore throat 
and risé of temperature in the child, call the 
family physician at once. Too often is he 
compelled to say, You have called me too 
late. Yesterday this little ond might have 
been saved.”

It is charged that he secured these loans 
by falsifying his books. A year ago the 
financial crash came, and an investigation 
into Richardson’s methods resulted. 9 

That's all bunk about a fast life, fleeing 
and Geserting my family,.“ the prisoner said. 
„My wife and I had those same domestic 
quarrels that are liable to break out in any 
household, but nothing serious ever occurred. 
I simply went down and out, turned over 
every cent I bad to the Chemung bank, and 
the creditors realized 50 cents on the dollar.” 


Says He Lost All. 
“Bankruptcy proceedings were started 
against me and some of my creditors believed 
I had concea‘ed assets. That's not true. for 
I came away without a dollar and have been 
working hard tc earn honest money ever 
since being ir Chieago. I was back to Elmira 
on a visit three-monthe ago and received a 
letter from my lawyer just the other day 
stating that all e affairs of the concern 
had deen wound up, and I was taking step; 
toward having my family rejoin me here, as 
I expect to make Chicago my permanen: 
residence. 

“If I wae a scalawag you wouldn't have 
found me in honest employment. The failure 
of our firm was an honest one. We were 
simply eaten up’ by the bigger fellows.” 

From E. mira comes the report that Rich- 
ardson secured the loans on the representa. 
tion that hie business affairs were in first 
class condition. The liabilities of the firm 
proved to be $385,000 and the assets abou: 
$100,000. It is also reported from there that 
marital difficu.vies developed as the result of 
disc!osures in ‘he bankruptcy proceedings.

I must confess I am at a lose to discover 
any historical inaccuracy which this broch- 
ure points out, or any which it even imputes 
to me. If the author really intended to charge 
me with error of statement, I assume he had 
reference to my discussion of the conflict be- 
tween Pope Boniface VIIL and Philip the 
Handsome, or the Fair, of France, which I 
stated was based not on the narrative of any 
Catholic writer but of Guizot, a Protestant 
historian. 

„ did not, of course, profess to give the 
language employed by Guizot, but merely its 
substance in my own words, as I was speak- 
ing entirely from memory. The extracts 


from a translation of Guigot’s work given in 


the brochure, far from impeaching, confirm 
the substantial accuracy of my statement.“

The first graduate prize of $1,000 was award- 
ed to Oscar Douglas Skelton of Toronto for 
an essay entitled Case Against So- 
clalism.” Mr. Skelton also is a University 
of Chicago graduate, having received a 
doctor’s degree there in 1908. He now is pro- 
fessor of political eosnomy in Queen’s uni- 
versity, Toronto. 

The first prize of $300 for undergraduates 
in colleges and universities was awarded 
to A. F. Pinanski of Harvard fora study 
of “The Street Railway System of Metro- 
politan Boston.“ William Shea of Cornell 
took the second, $150, with a paper bearing 
the same title as that of Mr. Skelton.

COURT DECIDES THAW’S RIGHT \ 
TO TRIAL ON ISSUE OF SANITY. 


Matter Before New York Tribunal on 
Habeas Corpus, with Venue Held Un- 


der Advisement. 


Nyack, N. T., Jan. 9.— Harry K. Thaw is 
entitled to a trial on the question of whether 
he has recovered his sanity, according fo 
Justice Tompkins, who today heard argu- 
ments on a writ of habeas corpus obtained by 
Mrs. Mary C. Thaw, his mother. 

In applying for the writ Mrs. Thaw de- 
clared that Harry K. Thaw was not a crim- 
inal, having deen acquitted by a jury, and 
that he Is now sane and should not be kept 
in prison. 

Thaw was brought down from the Mat- 
téawiin asylum today to be present at the 
hearing. He was represented by Charles 
Morschauser. 

“District Attorney W. T. Jerome of New 
York county was present and Asa Bird Gar- 
diner represented the attorney general and 
the superintendent of the asylum. Mrs. Thaw 

nd Harry's brother; Josiah Thaw, accom- 
panied the priganer. 

Mr. Jerome asked that the proceedings be 
transferred to New York county, where, he 
said, the sanity of Thaw could be determined 
finally. The district attorney éeclared that 
modern scientific opinion held that Thaw was 
an incurable paranoiac, He said that Thaw 
was a dangerous person and should not be 
allowed at large. Mr. Gardiner also asked 
that the case be trdnsferred to New York 
county. Mr. Morschauser opposed it. 

Justice Tompkins said that Thaw was en- 
titled to atrial to determine whether he had 
recovered his sanity and was safe to be at 
large. but the justice reserved decision as to 
where the trial should be held. 

He remanded Thaw to the“ asylum mean- 
while.. Upon Mr. Morschauser's objection 
on the ground that Thaw’s.counsel was not 
well treated at the asylum court ordered that 
Mr. Morschauser should be able to sea Thaw 
alone at any time. Mr. Gardiner remarked 
that Mr. Morscbauser took his own risk of 
being brained by Thaw. 


COURT ‘IS SELF-SUSTAINING, 


Annual Financial Statement for Mu- 
nictpal Tribunal Is Made by 
Chief Justice Olson. 


The financial status of the Municipal court 
is good, according to statistics completed yes- 
terday by Chief Justice Oison’s auditor. The 
summary of the annual financial report of the 
court shows:

Red Cross Soon to Issue Proclamation 
of Thanks to People. 


Accepting the flow of nickels, dimes, and 
quarters as probably the last wave of the 
flood of earthquake reHef cantributions from 


‘ Chicago, the men handling the several funds 


have begun to look forward to cloping their 
books. 

It is expected the National Red Cross so- 
ciety will send out within a few days from 
its Washington headquarters a proclamation 
of thanks to the American people for their 
ald of the stricken in Sicily and Calabria. 

The Italian business men’s committee, Con- 
su) Guido Sabetta, the churches, and other 
organizations. have ceased their efforts 
toward the increase of their collections. 
Amounts already gathered in are to be 
turned over for transmission, but little fur- 
ther activity is expected beyond that. 

The general feeling on the subject is that 
more funde could be raised if the situation 
justified the solicitation, but, at the same 
time, the workers feel more than satisfied 
with the record of Chicago and the United 
States in responding to the call for fellet. 


Marked Decrease in Donations. 


The amount to be reported this morning is 
leas than that of any other day during the 


campaign. The Red Cross society—outside 


of a $5,000 check from the city council com- 
mittee—received 3900 in direct. contribu- 
tions. The Itallan consulate received only 
$1,000 and the newspaper funds dropped cor- 
respondingly. 

Attorney Bernafd P. Baras gor 
staff, who promoted the tag day affair, said 
most of the small contributors had been ac- 
counted for by the activity of his workers. 

„We said in advance that we wanted the 
nickels and dimes and quarters,” he said.

What Committee Will Do. 

After providing that the committee shall 
ascertain the amount of money appropriated 
that could be used to prevent frauds upon 
the several branches of the pubiic service, 
with particular reference to the public lands, 
the resolution instructs the committee to 
ascertain what branches of the public 
service, paid for in whole or in part out of 
the United States treasury, are authorized 
or are in existence and supported by appro- 
priations made by congress, whose principal 
@uties are to detect and prevent frauds, or 
to apprehend and bring to trial and punish- 
ment persons charged with violating the 
laws of the United States; whether such 
branches of the public service or any per- 
gone employed therein have been or are en- 
gaged in any duty not contemplated by the 
law or the appropriation establishing or 
providing for such service; the names of the 
persons employed for any period in each 
branch of such service during the current 


and last fiscal year, the rates of compensa- 


tion and allowance paid or being paid to 
each ef them, by whom they were appointed 
and on whose recommendation, and a state-

This would be well, if it were possible to 
determine that value exactly, Coffee varies 
like any other agricult commodity. The 
bean from one plantation is unlike that from 
| another, arid the product of one planter one 
year is different from what he exports next 
year. Besides that, it is almost impossible 
to furnish a definite scale for the guidance of 
appraisers at the custom house, because cof- 
fee in itself is not subject to a scientific 
test ike sugar, and the basis of duty if made 
ad valorem must be, in the last analysis, 
some sort of proof of what the coffee was 
worth at the place where it was grown. That 
is a matter to be determined largely if not 
entirely by planters. 


System Approved by Experts. 

As a result the best tariff experts in this 
country have come to Whe conclusion that 
every law fixing custome duties on a pro- 
tective basis must necessarily contain both 
specific and ad valorem duties, and these are 
often combined in the same paragraph. The 
consumer seldom knows how much he is 
taxed for the privilege of using an imported 
article or how much the domestic price has 
been advanced on account of the tariff. 

For instance, sugar is taxed on 4 basis of 
the polariscope test, which fs really scientific 
and honest, provided the customs officials 
intrusted with the duty are themselves above 
suspicion. 

Hewn timber coming from Canada ie as- 
sessed 1 cent per cubic foot, but railroad ties 
and telegraph poles, which are sold at vary- 

ing prices owing to their comparative sizes, 
— condition, and other things, are charged 
20 per cent ad valorem. These are two sim- 
ple kinds of duty in the same wood schedules, 


Example of Compound Duty. 

In another portion of the wool schedule 
one may find an excelient‘example of com- 
pound duty which is not only specific and 
ad valorem at the same time, put which 
also depends upon classification. The lay- 
man probably supposes that any kind of 
woo! in a raw state pays the same , but 
the law provides much differently. 

There are three kinds of wool vane per 
three different rates into the treasury 

gene SS rr or oath. the 
Sele either wholly or in part of wool, the 
wise men at the custom house first of all 
assess the duty by the pound, which is equal 
to four times that levied upon one pound of 
unwashed wool of the first class. That un- 
washed wool of the first clase, according to 
law, is charged up with 11 cents per pound. 
The man who brings in ready made, wholly 
or partly of wool, a suit of clothes, therefore, 
is first of all charged duty at the rate of four 
times 11 cents, or 44 cents per pound for the 
whole outfit. That would be a smal! rate 
on a first clase suit of English or French 
manufacture. The law therefore provides 
an additional duty, and a gentieman who 
wante to wear foreign clothes finds that 
after paying 44 cents a pound for them the 
government also assesses him an ad valorem 
rate of 60 per cent. It will be seen from 
this that if the suit weighed ten pounds, 
which is rather heavy bat makes convenient 
arithmetic, and cost at the London tailor’s 
$20, the American importer would ‘have to 
pay first, §4.40 at the pound rate and $12 more

Kinks Which Prove Confusing. 

Bven on the free list there are combina- 
tions and kinks which confuse anybody but 

experts. For instance, congress thought 
— the Dingley law was in process of con- 
struction that it was putting products of the 
Standard Oil company on the free list. They 
are there theoretically, but not practically. 
Petroleum is on the free list all right, but 
there is a proviso in the paragraph that if any 
country imposes a tariff duty on ofl from the 
United States, an equal, or what is called a 
„ sountervalling duty shall be imposed in 
this country on oll from the nation which dis- 
criminates against us. Russia is practically 
the only petroleum producing country ex- 
cept the United States. It has a protective 
tariff system and protects its petroleum in- 
dustry. The result is that the Standard Oil 
company has been absolutely free from com- 
petition from abroad, because all Russian oil 
is subjected to duty here under this proviso 
which was slipped into the tariff law by the 
ungeen influence of Standard Oil agents 
themselves. 

To cap the climax of all these complics- 
tions, congress now proposes to establish for 
the first times im chis country a system known 
as the maximum and minimum tariff, and 
the ways and means committee will have to 
sit up nights figuring out just how that 
tariff with its double rate of duty is to be

TAFT TO MAINTAIN SILENCE 


He Will Make Known No Further Ap- 
pointments Until March 4—Wilson 
Seeks a Record. 


Augusta, Ga., Jan. 9.—Beyond the re§era- 
tion of the announcement Philander C. Knox 
will be secretary of state and Frank F 
Hitchcock postmaster general, President 
Elect Taft has determined that no other cab- 
inet appointments shall be made known until 
March 4. To make this determination effec- 
tive, he will’ deny all cabinet rumors from 
any source. 

It is predicted Mr. Hitchcock will retire 
as chairman of the Republican national com- 
mittee at some convenient time to be de- 
termined upon after he has umed the du- 
ties of hie official position. 

The ambition of James Wilson, secretary of 
agriculture, to serve longer as a cabinet offi- 
cer than has any occupant of a like position 
in this country, has developed an interesting 
discussion as to whether Mr. Wilson does not 
at the present time hold the record of the 
longest cabinet service.

In the house caucus the progressives won 
by the selection of Guy A. Feely of Black- 
hawk county for speaker. Mr. Feely, how- 
ever, was not the choice of the radical wing 
of the progressives and his nomination was 
brought about by the votes of something like 
twenty standpattera, added to the * 

rogressives. 

The contest over the selection of the W. 
er, which was spirited, was ended on the 
fifth formal ballot, when all but three of the 
votes which had beem cast for Harding of 
Woodbury, tee standpet candidate, went to 
Feely. This result was expected by. the 
radical progressives and every effort was 
made to unite on Stillman of Green 3 as 
against Feely. Stillman was brought out 
last night as a sort of dark horse candidate. 


at Compromise Fails. 

. Lee of Emmett and White of Story each had 
a good following and neither would to 
withdraw. At a late hour last night Holmes 
of Kossuth, manager of Lee's and 
Court Wallace visited Mr. White at hie 
héadquarters and urged him to withdraw and 
agree to support Stillman.

Suit to Set Aside Appraisement of Mar- 
shall Field Estate Probably Will Be 
Hie First Official Act, He Says.

BUREAU OF SOILS ATTACKED. 


Scientists In amd Out of Agricultural 


Department Disagree Before 
House Committee. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 9.—Jealousies be- 
tween the agritultural colleges, experiment 
stations, and scientists otherwise attached 
on the one'hand and the department on the 
other have come to the attention of the house 
committee on agriculture so forcibly during 
the hearings being held on the agricultural 
appropriation bill that its effect will in al} 
probability be felt on the finished bill. 

At the beginning wf the hearings Secretary 
Wilson of the department of agriculture 
called the attention of the committee to the 
difficulties the department was meeting as a 
result of the jealousies of outside scientists. 

Today the executive committee of the As- 
sociation of American Agricultura] Colleges 
and Experiment Station had its inning. 
Those present were Dr. W. R. Jordan, direc- 
tor of the New York experiment station; 
Dr. H. C. White of Athens, Ga.; Dr. W. E. 
Stone, president of Purdue univ ersity, Ind., 
and Dr. J. L. Snyder, president of the Michi- 
gan agricultural college of Michigan. 

They said in substance that the value of the 
soil surveys of the bureau of soils of the de- 
partment of agriculture, a work over which 
there has been much dispute in congress, was 
“ grossly exaggerated,”’ not alone by farm- 
ers but by officials of the department itself. 
— speakers claimed that the work had little 
value.

Examinations for these certificates are to

tificates are valid under the bill, in any dis- 


trict in the state outside of cities having a 
population of 100,000 inhabitants. It is pro- 


vided that they shall lapse three yéars after 
the persons to whom they are issued shall 


have ceased to engage in educational work, 
unless renewed meanwhile by thé superin- 
tendent of public instruction, and further, 
that the holder must present the certificate 
each year to the county superintendent for 
registration. 

Equivalent Preparation Defined. 

Regarding persons who have not completed 
a high school course, the bill provides for 
admission to the state board examinations, 
specially provided, for the purpose of de- 
termining whether the applicant has an 
equivalent preparation. It also is provided 
that teachers whose certificates are unex- 
pired at the time the bill shall go into effect 
may exchange them, with the approval of the 
county superintendent. for corresponding 
certificates under the provisions of the bill. 

Prominent among the duties for the pro- 
posed state board is that of working with the 
state board of health in safeguarding the 
health of pupils. 

The section which prescribes thie function, 
includes in it, besides inspection of school 
bulldings, the examination of pupils in 
order to detect contagious and infectious 
Ciseases, and physical defects.” 

7 Other Duties of Board. 

Other duties imposed are stated In the bill 
as follows: 

“To provide and distribute plans and speci- 
fications for the construction and equipment 
of schools, 

“To provide suggestive courses of study 
for rural elementary and high schools., 

“To fix the time of examinations for state 
and county teachers’ certificates, to prepare 
all questions for such examinations, to grade 


all examination papers, and to fix the stand- 


ard for passing; to provide rules for the rec- 
ognition of certificates from other states, and 
to prescribe all rules and regulations neces-

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WAYMAN HEARS OUSTER PLEA 


‘Will Decide Tomorrow. Regard- 
ing Action Against Railway. 


ATTACK ON ROAD’S CHARTER 


Lumber Concern Seeks to Prevent Con- 
demnation of Its Land. 


The fate of the ouster proceedings against 

the Chicago and Northwestern railroad will 
be decided tomorrow. State's Attorney John 
E. W. Wayman will announce then whether 
he will begin a quo warranto suit against 
the road because of its supposed invalid 
charter. 
All of yesterday morning was consumed 
in the hearing of arguments.. Attorney Levy 
Mayer, representing the Paepke-Leicht 
Lumber company. produced several Su- 
preme court decisions which purported to 
substantiate the legal claims of the lumber 
concern. Mr. Mayer insisted it was the 
state’s attorney's duty to lend his authority 
to the legal proceedings in the interest of the 
lumber concern. 


Challenges Right of Rajlroad. 

We have shown clearly that the road has 
outlived its charter.“ said Mr. Mayer. and 
it has no more business operating a railroad 
and beginning condemnation suits against 
business men than anybody else who makes 
no claim to such rights. Becausee of lack 
of time we cannot mandamus the stete’s at- 
torney to bring such proceedings,, but it 
plainly is the duty of that official to take such 
act lion.“ 

Attorney Lloyd W. Bowers, couneel. for 
the Chicago and Northwestern road, wil! 
begin arguments tomorrow to show that the 
charter of the road still is valid. He declares 
that no one grant gives the road its charter, 
but a number of legislative enactments 
which still are in full force. . 


State’s Attorney Is Cautious. 

Mr. Wayman refused to indicate what his 
probable act ion would be until he has heard 
the conclusion of the arguments. It is de- 
lieved, however, that ke will not begin the 
quo warranto proceedings unless he is con- 
vinced that such action will stand in the upper 
courts. 

The interest of the lumber company resets 
principally in its efforts to prevent the rail- 
road from completing condemnation proceed- 
ings under which it was hoped to secure a 
strip of the lumber yard for switch track 
purposes. Although the ground is a com- 
paratively small piece it practically is indis- 
peneable for use in conjunction with the pro- 
posed new depot which is to be built in Canal 
street. Failure to obtain the piece of land 
may mean a complete revision of the plans of 
the road for building the mammoth terminal 


station.

Roads Condueted by Their Own. 
Directors; National Board 
Passes on Rates.

A novel experiment in the regulation of rail- 
roads by means of government ownership. 
but without actual governmental operation, 
le now being conducted by the government 
of Mexico under the so-called merger plan 
by which the government absolutely controls 
70 per cent the roads of the country by 
the ownership of a majority of the stock. 

Some interesting facts concerning the prac- 
tical workings of the new plan and the pur- 
poses of the Mexican government were fur- 
nished yesterday by Samuel Felton, presi- 
dent of the Mexican Central railway, in a 
statement dictated just before his departure 
for Mexico City. 

Mr. Fekon was for several years president 
of the Chicago and alton railroad, with head- 
quarters in (.1iCago, and has been spending 
the holiday season in the city with his fam- 


Mexico,“ he said, “is still in its infancy 
ag far as its railroads are concerned, but the 
growth of traffic on existing lines and the 
construction of additional lines is bound to 
result in great prosperity to the republic. 


New Merger Plan 


The merger plan is a new experiment in 
the direction of government ownership and 
one that appeals to all thinking people, hav- 
ing many advantages ovér the direct gov- 
ernment operation, that exists abroad. 

In Mexico it is not the Intention of the 
government to attempt to operate the rail- 
roads; they will be operated by their ofi- 
cers and under the direction of a of 
directors. The government influence will 
only be felt in the direction of preventing un- 
necessary railroad construction and in using 
the resources of the company for the devel- 
opment of the republic and furnishing rall- 
road facilities where they de not now exist.“ 

Mr. Feiton then described the methods by 
which the new experiment was brought 
about as follows: 74 

The so-called merger of the Mexican rail- 
ways was brought about through the forma- 
tion by a group of bankers of a new com- 
pany called the National Railways of Mexico, 
this company offering its securities in ex- 
change for the securities of the Mexican Cen- 
tral and the present Nationa! Lines of Mex- 
ico in consideration of a guarantee of the 
general mortgage bonds of thisnew company 
by the government of Mexico. 

In consideration of this. guarantee the 
government received ‘a majority of the stock 
so that they absolutely control the corpore- 
tion. ,

The lines emoraced in the merger are as 
follows:

“In addition, the Vera Cruz and Pacific, 
265 miles, and the Tehuantepec National, 
206 miles, are both controlled by the Mexican 
government, but are not in the merger. The 
total railway mileage of Mexico, not counting 
small branches to mimes and industrial 
tracks, is approximately 10,105 miles. So it 
will be seen that the government comes into 
control of a large percentage of the rallway 
mileage of Mexicor’ , 

The start in Mexico has been made early 
enough, Mr. Felton believes, to prevent a 
repetition of the enormous waste of money 
that was seen in this country through the 
construction of parallel and competing lines. 

“The concentration of so large a mileage 
into one control should produce large econo- 
mies in operation,” he says, and the se- 
curities provided for in the organization of 
the new company will take care of the nec- 
essary improvements, additions, and exten- 
sions of the existing properties and also for 
the construction of new lines when desirable 


for many years to come.”

Efficiency in the Fiset. 

Lest it may be thought that all the at- 
tentions showered on the fleet have caused a 
letdown either in efficiency or in discipline,

to a state of efficiency in daily routine and 
persistent and well planned work that neo 
American fleet ever reached before.

Night Ablaze. 


Then comes the night practice. That's a 
different story altogether.

The 
projectiles all have what they call tracers 
on them. They are little taille which take 
fire in the air. You are firing with compara- 
tively small guns now.

CRITICISE GERMAN ART SHOW. 


So-Called Secessioniste in Fatherland 
Deny New York Display Is 
Representative.

BERLIN. Jan. 9.—Much attention is de- 
voted in Berlin, Munich, and Dusseldorf to 
the opening of the German art exhibition in 
New York, which later is to be sent to Chi- 
cago.

AUSTIN FOR OF EQUAL BALLOT 


Woman Suffrage Would Increase 
Domestic Tiffs, He Thinks, 


AND IT MIGHT BRING ON WAR 


Laureate Reserves Sentiment for An- 
other Side of Life. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Jan. 9.—Alfred Austin, the poet 
laureate, has contributed to the woman suf- 
frage question an article which, though it 
may not contain much new argument, is an 
interesting exposition of the workings of the 
poet laureate’s mind. 

Mr. Austin confines himself to “two su- 
preme objections” to the claims of the 
woman suffragists—one the interests of soci- 
ety, the other the interests of the state— 
though in truth they are the’same. 

„The relation of the sexes, on Which the 
family, actual or potential, is founded, cries 
aloud against the claim,”’ writes Mr. Austin. 
In Kenelm Chillingly,’ the penultimate 
prose romance by the firat Lord Lytton, writ- 
ten in his years of ripe wisdom (1873), it is 
said that my lady had her way in the little 
things and Sir Peter in the great ones, and 
that. as the great ones occurred rarely, my 
lady generally had her way. Surely that is 
a rule that tacitly is obeyed, domestic sa- 
gacity ministering to happiness. 


Would Add to Domestic Tiffs. 
„Now. although a mighty pother frequent- 


ly is made in politics over little things, grave 


questions and weighty issues arise time after 
time, and in their solution stormy passions 
are aroused in parliament, on platforms, and 
in the press. Are these to rage equally on 
the domestic hearth, between men and 
women? Much good sense, much good tem- 
per. and much good taste are requisite to the 
smooth working of the domestic life. To add 
gratuitously to difficulties unavoidable as an 
outcome of human nature would hardly seem 
to be compatible with practical wisdom. 

„Ot all human relations that between the 
sexes is the most important and the most 
operative, for on it reposes the happiness of 
the hearth, the dignity and decéncy of soci- 
ety, and the stability of the state; for, as 
Rousseau, practically wise for once, says in 
‘Emile’: ‘Persons who separate morals 
from politics never will understand one an- 
other.’ 

Sentiment Peril to Peace. 

„ Now. to turn to more direct interests of 
the state, realm, and empire, Of national and 
imperial issues that can arise that of peace 
or war is the most important, and the pres- 
ervation of peace is the most precious of all 
things consistent with honor and self-pro- 
tection. It is much more likely to be im- 
periled by indulgence in sentiment than by 
any other course. Calm, deliberate judg- 
ment, free from all untimely or true and 

ous emotions, is its best protection. 

„Will any one deny that in great emergen- 
cles men are, asa rule and collectively, calm- 
er and more submissive to sound judgment 
than women, whose virtues are in another 
direction? Give women the franchise—and I 
cannot doubt that it is a minority of them 
who wish to have it—and only give it to the 
emotionally combative of that minority who 
would exercise it, and it is conceivable that 
war might be brought about by women 
against the efforts of mentoavertit. In that 
event it would be mere man alone who would 
have to fight and die, while the utmost the 
women could do—and no smal! part, afterall, 
as a minor contribution—would be to act, as 
one is pleased to remember a poet has called 
them, a8 ministering angels. 


Fewer Mothers; More Politicians. 


„ And if here I have indulged in no senti- 
mental language but striven to confine my- 
self strictly to argument, it is because I 
would reserve sentiment, impulse, and emo- 
tion for another side of life. I should not like, 
even in argument, to be unchivalrous, but I 
own 1 share the teree conclusion of the 
French that ‘One politician more and one 
mother less will be the practical outcome of 
femaie franchise.“

| She is 25 years of age this month. Her as- 
_tounding story is complicated by her mys- 
terlous disappearance and what now ap- 
pears to have been a deliberate attempt to 
cover up her tracks by a simulated motoring 
| tragedy. 
In fact, for the first two or three days this 
week England has been ringing with a 
tragical motor accident, in which the young 
woman lost her life by being hurled out of 
the car she was driving over a cliff on the 
coast of North Wales; it was only during the 
later half of the week that the affair de- 
veloped into what is one of the most remark- 
able stories of deception ever carried out by 
man or woman. 


Ranks with Great Impostor. 

Although Violet Charlesworth’s operations 
were not on the same colossal scale as those 
of “La Grande Therese she is worthy of 
mention in the same category with that arch 
impostor and forger. 

The girl was just out of her teens when 
she began her career of deception, and has 
accomplished wonders. She is the daughter 
of a Stafford mechanic and received only a 
boarding school education. When she grew 
up, however, she developed big ideas. Ac- 
cording to her brother-in-law, a working 
jeweler named Coulson, who married her 
sister Lillian, it was Violet's influence that 
brought about a separation between him 
and his wife, Violet wanting to live on more 
extravagant linea than he could afford. 

Public attention was first directed to the 
ease by reports that a girl of 25 named 
Violet Charlesworth, who was driving a 
motor car along the road in North Wales, 
near Conway, last Saturday night, had been 
thrown over the glass scree in front of 
the car on to the seashore beneath. A man, 
the chauffeur, and her sister Lillian were 
in the car at the tline. 

To the police superintendent who appeartd 
on the scene soon after the accident they 
made the statement that Violet had gofte 
over the cliff. The superintendent later said 
that he did not press them for details, as 
both were greatly upset. Search for the 
body was without avail, although it could 
not possibly have been carried away by the 
sea, the water at this point being too shallow. 
There were no marks on the rocks and no 
traces of blood, only a Tam o’ Shanter cap 
and an empty notebook being found. 


Could Not Prove Accident. 


Reporters who next day sought to give the 
full details of the accident could obtain no 
news from the chauffeur or Lillian Coulson, 
who was stated to be in bed ill at the hand- 
some villa she had occupied with her sister 
Violet at St. Asph. The motor car showed 
no signs of the collision which was said to 
have caused Violet's precipitation over the 


cliff. 

Little by little other details came out which 
indicated that Violet Charlesworth nad 
planned this method of disappearance in order 
to escape her creditors, who were beginning 
to grow impatient for the money she had 
promised to pay when she came into her for- 
tune this month. These creditors are said 
to be all over England. 

Violet was fond of motoring, and indulged 
in it to the fullest extent, She appears to 
have had no difficulty in obtaining a new 
car whenever she wanted one. Recently she 
purchased one from a well known firm for 
$6,000, paying part in money down. 

Several London jewelers have done busi- 
ness with or have been done by her. One 
firm alone has supplied her with trinkets to 
the value of $5,000. 


Cuts a Dash in the Country. 


She rented an estate in Wiltshire and hired 
a mansion in Scotland, where she was a no- 
ticeable visitor at the Highland meeting last 
summer. She stayed at various times at 
some of the best London hotels, and in some 
cases paid heavy bills. 

Violet is a quiet, demure little person. She 
gave all-with whom she had dealings the im- 
pression that she was entirely guiltiess, Not 
a word was ever breathed against her char- 
acter, but she seems to have exercised an 
unaccountable fascination upon all the men 
she met. 

Perhaps the strangest feature of her case 
was her stock exchange transactions. A 
member of a London stock brokers frm with 
whom Miss Charlesworth dealt said: 

She owes us $50,000 for speculation, chier- 
ly in American rails. Four years ago she 
first wrote to us with an introduction which 
was in every way sound that she wished to 
speculate on a small scale. All our business 
at first was by letter or telegram. At the 
outset she dealt in small operations and as 
she became successful her sums amounted to 
a good deal. 


Panic Hit Her Hard. 

Her speculations grew larger, then her 
luck turned. At one time she held 1,550 
shares of Union Pacific. Then the American 
money panic came and she was hit hard in- 
deed. A bear speculation also failed. We 
„ pressing for payment but without 
avail. 

She was keenly businessiike, possessing 
a knowledge of the stock exchange that many 
men might envy her. 

Her eyes, of a curious reddish tinge, were 
her strangest feature. She could talk in a 
marvelous way—talk any one around to her 
view. Her sister seemed to be entirely under 
her domination, and I believe she had her 
whole family under her thumb. We must 
have had instructions by telegrams from ber 
from nearly all the well known hotels in 
England.“ 

Remarkable Business Ability. 

Another stock exchange man, Who has seen 
letters Miss Charlesworth wrote her broker, 
saye no one can read them without being 
struck by the remarkable business acumen 
displayed; there is detailed knowledge of 
technicalities as regards both bills of en- 
change and stock exchange transactions.

He Was Bitter Foe of Changes, 
One Chinaman Says. 


BETRAYS PLANS OF RULER. 


Assurance Given There Will Be No Ont- 
: break of Revolt. 


New York, Jan. 9.—The nephew of the great 
Chinese reformer, Kang Yu Wei, Mr. Y. 8. 
Wan, who is at present in this city, said in 
an interview todaf: 

The American people have made a mis- 
take in believing that Yuan Shi Kal, recently 
dismissed from his great offices in Peking, 
was a reformer. Not only was he not a re- 
former, but a destroyer of reforms. 

“It was Yuan Shi Kaj who caused the fail- 
ure of the progressive movement of 1898, of 
which the late Emperor Kuang-Hsu was the 
leader, assisted by a group of enlightened 
and brilliant officials and scholars, together 
with a small number of the merchant class. 
The empress dowager, who was an intense 
conservative, was the directing mind of the 
party opposed to reform. 


Plan of Emperor Betrayed. 

The emperor, in order to strengthen his 
position, to protect himself, and to exercise 
the full powers of a ruler to whichhe was en- 
titled, took Yuan Shi Kai into his confidence 
and commanded him to organize a modern 
army. Yuan Shi Kas organized the army, be- 
trayed the emperor's plans to the empress 
dowager, and became her principal instru- 
ment in the coup d’état of 1898, which annihi- 
lated the influence of the reformers at court 
and reduced the emperor to a mere ward of 
the dowaget empress, who thereafter used 
the supreme power of the state. . 

“It was natural, therefore, and inevitable, 
that the progressive, intelligent, and able 
regent prince, Chun, should dismiss Yuan 
Shi Kal from his offices and seperate the 
regency from his detrimental influence. 

„ should like to assure Americans there 
will be no serious revolutionary outbreak in 
China in consequence of Yuan Shi Kal's dis- 
grace, nor will there be any injury to foreign 
interests in the empire. Yuan Shi Kai has 
lost esteem’ by having pursued & personal 
selfish policy. The people of China since the 
Boxer disorders have become more enlight- 
ened. They have refiected upon foreign ideas 
and customs. awe have come to know more 
of the outside world and the prevailing views 
have become modified. 


Foreign Study Aids China. 

“Such applications as have already been 
made in China of the results of official studies 
in the way foreigners treat political, finan- 
cial and social problems have produced good 
results. Changes are still being introduced 
by officials connected with the higher admin- 
istration who have had opportunities to know 
the civilized western world. 

It there should be outbreaks in the inter- 
est of Yuan Shi Kai it would be because cer- 
tain of his friends might foolishly believe they 
could intimidate the regency into restoring 
him to influence, or succeed in enlisting for- 
eign support on his behalf.“ 

Mr. Wan added that Yuan Shi Kai probably 
became better known abroad than other Chi- 
nese states men because, while in the min- 
istry of foreign affairs, he came more into 
contact with foreign envoys, who came to 
regard him as sincere in professions of re- 
spect for foreign inetfiutions.

Buoy Set Adrift Floats Across 
Aretie Sea Near Pole. 


EIGHT YEARS ARE NEEDED. 


Explorer Intends to Tie Ship to Iceberg 
and Drift to Goal. 


CHRISTIANIA, Norway, Jan. 9.—The me- 
teorological institute has received a letter 
from Soerce, Finmark, stating that a buoy 
which was driven ashore there Nov. 3 last 
contained a notice to the effect that the 
buey was set adrift on July 24, 1900, near 
Cape Bathurst, and about 400 kilometers 
(284 miles) northeast of the Mackenzie river. 

Cape Bathurat is in British America, on 
the Arctic ocean, lying in latitude 7 degrees 
39 minutes north, longitude 127 degrees 30 
minutes west. 

It is believed ‘that the buoy, which thus 
drifted more than eight years, was carried 
through the polar seas between Greenland 
and Spitzbergen, If this is so, it would 
seem to support the conclusions on which 
Capt. Roald Amundsen has based his future 
expedition on the Fram. 

Capt. Amundsen’s expedition on the Fram 
will start from San Francisco early in 1910. 
He plans a drifting voyage similar to that 
undertaken by Nansen. He intends to 
fasten his ship in the ice to the northwest of 
Point Barrow, Alaska, and hopes to drift 
near the pole. 


WOMAN FINN TO SUFFRAGETTES 


Feminine. Member of Parliament Tells 
London Audience Reactionaries En- 


damger Her Land’s Autonomy. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Jan. 9.—Suffragettes of various 
leagues assembled in one of London's largest 
halls to welcome a Finnish woman member 
of parliament, who described in excellent 
English how Finnish women use the ballot. 
A most significant portion of her speech re- 
lated to the attitude of Russia. 

She said: Dark, ominous clouds are gath- 
ering over us. We know the reactionary 
parties of Russia are preparing new attacks 
upon the autonomy of Finland.” 

At the conclusion of her speech the audi- 
ence rose and cheered,

WIFE MURDERER FREED. 


Italians Acquit Seulptor and 
Consideration of Change in 
Laws Is Made. 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUN®. } 
From the chief Buropean correspondent of the 
Laffan News Bureau. 

LONDON, Jan. 1.—Jan. 1, 1000, is pension 
day, when for the first time in EnBlish history 
pensions to a maximum amount of $1.25 a 
week will be payable to the veterans of in- 
dustry aged not under 70.

Entries of birth in Sade bibles have been 
freely produced as evidence. 

One man at Tottenham proved his age by 
the production of a vaccination certificate 
Gated 1837, which is fourteen years before 
vaccination was made compulsory. 

An Irishwoman at Gateshead could only 
say she distinctly remembered having seen a 
pig of phenomenal size killed in her native 
village, and this incident being proved to 
have taken place seventy years ago, her 
claim was admitted. 

Another white haired candidate at Edmon- 
ton in proof of her age put down on the table 
a bundle of old iove letters, the only thing 
she had saved from the wreck of her for- 
tunes. They were held sufficient proof. 


Aged 97 and Still Writing. 

In East Sussex the oldest applicant was a 
man of 97. who was able to fill up his pen- 
sion form himself. 

At Woodgreen a woman in her 104th year 
applied. 

In Newcastle-on-Tyne an old woman could 
not say whether she was born in Ireland 
or in Malta. But she was with her father’s 
regiment at the time in one or the other of 
the two places. 

At Oxford an old widow had forgotten her 
husband's Christian name and calling, but 
it was ultimately discovered that his name 
was Jabez and that be made boots for the 
present duke of Marlhorough's grandfather. 

At Gulldford a woman over 70 was dis- 
qualified through having entered the work- 
house for one night. 

At Northampton a deserving old man has 
been disqualified because his wife, a woman 
of weak intellect, wandered from home and 
stayed in a workhouse hospital for a few 
days. 


Uxoricide Unpunished in Italy. 


The acquittal of the sculptor Cifariello, who 
was tried for the murder of his wife three 
years and a half ago in Naples, has re- 
awakened the discussion about a reform of 
the Italian penal code. There seems to be an 
unwritten law in Italy that wife murderers 
should not be punished, and, in fact, the 
conviction of a man for killing his wife is 
practically unrecorded in the annals of judi- 
cial history. 

Whenever such a crime is committed the 
friends’ of the prisoner initiate what is known 
as a campagne di salvataggio, or campaign 
to save him. They secure the services of the 
leading lawyers, who strive to deley the trial 
and in the meantime attempt to convince the 
pudlic that the crime was committed to safe- 
guard family honor. 

Friendly newspapers publish long accounts 
of the case favorable to the prisoner. The 
victim is generally painted in the darkest 
colors and the crime excused. When the 
trial is held, and often two or three years are 
employed for the preliminary investigation, 
the friends of the prisoner are present in 
court to applaed. 

Prisoner Applauded in Court. 

In the case of Cifariello, when the trial was 
first held at Naples, it could not be continued 
on account of the applause which greeted 
the prisoner and his lawyers on every occa- 
sion when they spoke. Whenever the prison- 
er came into court he was enthusiastically 
applauded. and the same thing happened 
when We left it. He was applauded even in 
the streets when after each day's sitting he 
Was carried to prison, 

“The trial was stopped to be begun over 
again at Campobasso, a small provincial 
town in southern Italy. The jury was com- 
posed of country people and Cifariello, al- 
though acquitted, complained that his dignity 
as an artist was deeply offended owing to the 
fact that he was tried by peasants. 

The prisoner pleaded guilty. His defense 
was that he killed his wife not while of un- 
sound mind but simply to revenge his out- 
raged honor. During the trial it was proved 
that Cifariello knew quite well that his wife's 
behavior wae not what it should have been 
and yet the jury acquitted him. 


Young Prince in Exile.

Salar-ed-Dooleh, the shah of Persia's younger 
brother, and hie secretary.

In a talk which I had today with Mr. 
Schuichi Hagiwara, the head of the commer- 
cial bureau of the empire, he told me that 
Japan is anxious to get capital to build these 
new roads and that it will welcome invest- 
ments of that kind from America. He be- 
lieves that the government would build the 
roads now if it had the money and that it 
would accept loans and issue bonds which 
would net about 7 per cent on the investment. 

As to the service on these roads, it is ex- 
cellent: One can go by sleeping car to all the 
chief cities, and there are now more than 
thirty trains each way every day between 
Yokohama and Tokio. The distance is eight- 
een miles, and I traversed it yesterday in 
twenty-seven minutes. 


Country’s Big Postal Service. 

At the time of my first visit to Japan the 
new postal system had been inaugurated. 

Today this country manages its postoffices 
quite as well as we do, and it has many im- 
provements which we have not. Last year 
it carried more than 1,200.000,000 pieces of 
mail, and of these almost 300,000,000 were let - 
ters. Ite postal cards numbered about 700. 
000,000 and the books were half as many as 
the whole population. Japan has now a 
postal parcel system which is carrying 18. 
000,000 packages every year, and it has postal 
savings banks all over the empire with mill- 


jons of dollars of deposits. 


Asp to telegraphs, they are also under the 
government, and their rates are far lower 
than ours. I can wire any one in this city 
for S cents a message, and can send fifteen 
words anywhere in Japan for 10 cents. The 
rates are low to other countries and especial- 
ly to Corea and China. It costs 75 cents a 
word to Manila and $1.80a word to Washing- 
ton, D. C. The latter high rates are caused 
by the foreign cable systems. 

One of the greatest advances which Japan 
is making is along the_lines of education. 
All Tokio seems to be going to school. 
There are more than 50,000 students attend- 
ing universities, academies, and special

Figures purporting to measure the shifting 
of New York City’s population during the 
lust year, just published, should prove of 

great interest not only to real estate men 
puy also to students of sociological and gen- 
eral municipal eonditions. According to 
these figures, that city has suffered a net 
loss of 30,000 in its population during the 
period indicated, nd as some of the elements 
gt work apply with almost equal force to Chi- 


cago the matter should have a local interest. | 


This much may be said in the beginning, 
however, that Chicago has not suffered any 
loss Of population, but has made a large gain, 
as evidenced by the fact that the $38,000,000 
worth of flat buildings and residences con- 
structed during the year here have, as à rule, 
found ready occupants, indicating a gain of 
neatly 100,000 in the city’s population. 


Migration Is a Home Movement. 


In New York it ts estimated that more 
150,000 people moved away. from old 
city home centers during the year. Not all 
moved into the suburbs, but most of them 
reduced their rents or found better homes for 
the same money. More than 100,000 are esti- 
mated to have left old homes in Manhattan, 
put of this number 40,000 are thought to have 
gone into other parts of Manhaitan farther 
from the business center. 

Outside of Manhattan it is declared that 
the moving records show that at least 50,000 
people left old homes to follow the outward 
march of the metropolis, who with the 60,000 
people who are thought to have left Man- 
hattan entirely make a total of 110,000 
who sought homes in the suburbs during the 


ear. 

it also is declared that nearly 60,000 of the 

nt population was lost to the city as 
the result of the backward turn in the tide 
of immigration, which added to the loss to 
the suburbs leaves the city: with 50,000 less 
people than it had a year ago. 

This is a rather startling condition of af- 
fairs from whatever standpoint it is viewed, 
for, although it has been recognized that 
the last year has been a particularly hard 
oneon New York by reason of the great finan- 
clal losses sustained there, one hardly is pre- 
pared to hear of an actual loss of 50,000 in 
the population of the city. The ent 
that there are many vacant flats and a fall 
in fat rentals of from 5 to 15 per cent is not 
surprising under the circumstances. 


Reasons for Suburban Move. 

So far as the actual business population 
of the city is concerned, including the people 
who come in from various nearby points in 
the morning, attend to their business affairs 
during the day, and leave at night for their 
homes, the city probably has sustained but a 
slight loss in spite of the weeding out of many 
financial projects during the year; but this 
great movement towards the. suburbs from 
the cider parts of the city is not confined to 
New York alone, although it undoubtedly is 
om a much larger scale there than in Chicago. 

The multiplication, cheapenifig, and im- 
provement in transportation methods, the 
newer and more modern homes in the sub- 
urbs, with the added attractions of purer 
air, more attractive surroundings, frequent- 
ly reaching to the picturesque and beautiful, 
and the absence of the incessent roar and 
clamor of city life, are the magnets which 
steadily are drawing people there in the 
selection of their homes. 

Findncial inability and the circumstances 
freq y surrounding one’s employment are 
deterring factors in many instances, but with 
gradually improving conditions this move 
toward the suburbs seems to be taking on 
steadily increasing proportions.

The announcement that President Roose- 
velt had asked J. A. Rector, America’s cham- 
pion sprinter, to don the spikes again and 
compete against R. E. Walker, the South Af- 
rican flyer and holder of the world’s record 
for 100 yards at :00 2-5, has created a stir 
in athietic circles throughout the country. 

Walker will tour the United States next 
summer with the South African team and 
will meet any dash man in the century, and it 
is the president's wish that Rector get into 
condition to race the foreigner, as the Vir- 
ginian is without a doubt America’s best man 
at this distance. ; ; 

Like many other athletes, Walker broke 
into prominence all at once. Hé won the 100 
meter dash handily at the Olympic games 
and broke al! existing records for the dis- 
tance. Many timers at the games caught his 
time at the 100 yard mark and claimed he 
had reduced the record one-fifth of a second. 
Little attention was given these statements, 
= a thing was looked upon as impos-

Runs Exhibition Hundred in :00 2-5. 

Immediately after the Olympic games 
Walker went to Wales, where he covered the 
century in 300%. The performance simply 
was an exhibition, but it set the athletic 
world to thinking that Walker was a runner 
of great ability. On this side little attention 
was given the record until a few days ago, 
when the African repeated in the same time 
at Johannesburg, South Africa, 

Last Wednesday, at Johannesburg, he 
clipped three-fifthe of a second off the 
yard record, covering the distance in :12%. 
On account of his ability to repeat and his 
continued record breaking performances, he 
surely is entitled to hold the world’s record 
for the 100 yard dash. 

Walker ig a little fellow, light of build, 
weighing only 135 pounds. He is 5 feet 7 
inches in height, and is 20 yearsold. He has 
long, muscular legs, and is the embodiment 
of nervous energy. He fights from the crack 
of the gun until he reaches the tape, and has 
that burst of speed in the last fifteen or 
twenty yards which enables him to win his 
races. 

Like Duffy, he is credited with having a 
sixth sense and anticipates the gun, which 
gives him a tremendous advantage over his 
competitors. He gathers quickly and falls 
into his sprinting stride before he has gone 
ten yards. He runs like Cartmell, the old 
Pennsylvania sprinter, and uses his arms 
effectively. 

In running 100 yards in :00% Walker aver- 
ages 10 30-47 yards per second. His printing 
stride is 6 feet 6 inches, and when going at 
top speed he thus takes at least five stridesa 
second, for in hig final burst his strides will 
shorten to about 8 fest. Taylor, the colored 
runner of the University of Pennsylvania, 
used to cover 8 feet 2 inches in each bound, 
but he was a tall man and of course did not 
run ae fast as a sprinter, for his distance was

President Congratulates Rector. 

While Rector has not consented to enter- 
tain a proposition to meet Walker, it only is 
reasonable to believe that he will yield to the 
influence which will be brought to bear upon 
him to regain the laurels he lost in the Olym- 
pic games. 

Presi Roosevelt's reason for making 
guch a request of Rector is the latter's ac- 
quaintance with Mr. Greenway of Virginia. 
The president visits Mr. Greenway annually 
on his farm in Virginia and s cofsider- 
able time in hunting on the Virginian’s pre- 


serves. 

When the American team arrived from its 
triumphs at the Olympic games in London 
last summer the president took a hand in 
celebrating the victory, and when the team 
came to receive his congratulatione he im- 
mediately inquired for Jimmy Rector, and 
congratulated him heartily for his work 
abroad. Since that time he has taken quite 
an interest in him. 

Not long ago ten seconds was considered 
fast time in a 100 yard dash, and any runner 
who could repeat in that time was considered 
a topnotcher. Many were credited with 
00 4-5, but ag there were no official records 
kept of the various performances :10 was 
long considered the record. 

Fred Stone, an American, was credited with 
109 4-56 many times, and it is the opinion of 
athletic critics that he was the first man to 
cover the distance under :10. Jim Quirk, 
Harry Bethune, Marley Kittleman, and Billy 
Boyd, old time sprinters, also are. given 
credit for covering the distance in :00 4-5. 
These runners were professionals, as there 
were few amateurs in those days, and it was 
not until the Amateur Athletic union was 
formed that records in the various events 
became official. 


Wefers’ Record Recognized. 

Barney Wefers was about the first to gain 
recognition from the A. A. U. He covered 
the distance in New York in 1895 in :00 4-5. 

nce that time many other sprinters have 
equaled that time, and it was not until 1902 
that Arthur Duffy clipped one-fifth of a 
second off the record at Berkeley oval, New 
York. : 

‘This record stood until the A. A> U. took 
the record away from Duffy on the grounds 
of professionalism in 1906. The fact remains, 
however, that Duffy broke the record and 
should be given credit for his performance.

ALL PARTIES ARE SATISFIED 


Pacific Coast Organization Gets What 
It Did Not Seek to Obtain. 


The diplomacy of the national commission 
and the generosity ot the loyal minorsat 
the Cincinnati meeting last week were re- 
sponsible for the avoidance of a baseball 
war which threatened to shake the feunda- 
tions of the national pastime. 

Three leaguee—the American association, 
the Eastern league, and the Pacific Coast 
league—were given higher classification at 
the request of the two first named bodies 
were granted, in fact, everything they asked 
for except absolute divorce from the minors’ 
association. As a result ef the meeting the 
three leagues were given a classification of 
AA, the right to draft one player from each 
class A league, the right to draft territory 
from class A organizations, the option on 
players returned from the majors, the priv- 
Uege of settling their own disputes without 
consultation with the national association, 
and the promise of a rule limiting the number 
of players under reserve to each major league 
club to twenty-four. 


Minors Always Willing. 

When all these things had been conceded, 
the loyal minors came out with the assertion 
that there need not have been any fear of a 
war, inasmuch as the entire association had 
been willing to grant these things for the last 
three years. 

We gave them what they wanted, but 
only what we wanted to give them,“ is the 
way one microbe” president expressed it. 
“As for their threat to walk out of the Na- 
tional association if we did not yield to their 
requests, that was just conversation, as we 
couldn’t have driven them out with a club. 

“The Class AA leagues will find out ere 
long that they haven't gained as much as 
might appear on the surface. Of course, they 
had something coming, particularly the 
American association, on account ot fts fin- 
ancial and physical strength, and we were 
anxious to be fair. The commision was with 
us at all times and we are thankful to its 
members for helping to straighten out the 
misunderstanding.” 


Coast League Satisfied. 

Strange to say, the Pacific Coast league, 
its president at least, did not want what was 
given it. Through an understanding with 
both parties to the national agreement the 
coast league was entitled to receive what- 
ever favor was given the other class A bodies 
and always was to be ranked as next to the 
majors. 

Cal Ewing, ¢hief executive of the coast 
circuit, was with the contented minors all 
through the argument and, strangely 
enough, was disappointed when matters 
came his way. 

“We didn’t want anything,” said Presi- 
dent Ewing after the meeting. We have 
been treated fairly by the commission and 
the minors in the past and had no cause for 
complaint. Furthermore, we would not have 
been alarmed if we had been left in classe A. 
The ch, AA people hardly would care to 
draft territory from us.“ 


Eastern League Reported Weak. 

But the Pacific Coast league, which is flour- 
ishing fimancially and which is comprised 
of four cities whose populations average 
250,000, had a right to whatever was handed 
the Eastern league, at least. The latter or- 
ganization is said to be on a weak financial 
basis at present. Toronto and Montreal did 
not get rich last season and there has been 
talk of dropping them out. Montreal is said 
to be the really weak sister and if it was 
éropped it * carry its Caandian neighbor 
with it. ;

without any spoken objection. Guaranteed 
strawberries and melons also can be bought 
at the present time in certain parts of the 
country. 

Growing Havana tobacco in Connecticut 
may be possible by the system of raising the 
plant under tents. But perhaps as queer a 
crop as is grown anywhere is that of a trans- 
planted Australlan, who grows 4 cropof rab- 
bits every year. 

This man had lived ina district of Austraiia 
where rabbite were a pest. Taking a lease 
of fifty acres of poor land et a small rental, 
he found that he would havea hard time te 
make a living off of it. He therefore set to 
work and conetructed a home for bunaiées and 
the bunnies did their part by flocking to tie 
rabbit hotel from miles around.

Knows “ History” of Customers. 

No one is more conversant with this fact 
than is the man who is bad pay. Higa large 
part of his working capital. In consequence 
the proportion of bad debts contracted in 
the small store may be immeasurably above 
that of the large establishment om a cash 
basis. 

Naturally the small merchant, knowing 
virtually everybody in his business field, 
comes to resent certain fixed conditions 
which local competition forces upon him. 
In many cases this small merchant knows 
the inside history of every possible cus- 
tomer within his range. To the extent that 
gossip and prejudices tend to the forming of 
rocial cliques around him he is more than 
human if he doesn't take side’ himself. And 
he is more than human if hie own opinions 
and likes and disiikes are not reflected in 
nis business relations with his customers. 

Try as he may, he cannot show the same 
front to Jones, who is running up a doubtful 
bill of $25, as he unconsciously shows to 
brown, who pays cash for every purchase 
he mekes. Jénes must see and feel this 
sooner or later. In which case, no matter 
how Jones may swallow the fact to his self. 
ish ends, the storekeeper in baiting Jones 


sot oniy has a Goubtful customer ae to pay- 


ment, but he has a “knocker” of his busi- 
ness as well. Competitions may have forced 
the storekeeper into accepting Jones as a 
customer, but the storekeeper pays his in- 
evitable two umes for ~ customer.

But how does the big, impersonal house in 
the city treat Jones? 

Jones appears, expressing a desire to open 
a charge account. Jones is referred to the 
cred., man, an impersonal agent of the busi- 
ress. Here Mr. Jones is asked virtually to 
sive a history of his life, with references of 
known character who will vouch for the truth 
of what Jones tells After which Jones is 
asked what limit he wishes put upon his 
monthly purchases. When Jo has ap- 
proximated this amount he i invited to 
schedule property ef a value commensurate 


with such purchases, and if Mr. Jones can’t 
Go this he is told that the house must look 
upon him asa cash customer always or elee 
dispense with the hope of his trade. 

Ie it any wonder that Jones goes back to 
his neighborhood store, taking advantage 
of local competition to sell his doubtful cus- 
tom to some small dealer who may be in- 
duced to pay two prices for it? 

Another of the vital elements in the com- 
petition of the great house against the emall- 
er house is that comparatively new gospel 
of “a satisfied customer is one of the best 
assets of any business. 

Hundreds of small dealers all over the 
country may scoff at this as an empty phrase 
of tue big business established on metro 
poltan lines. But there are thousands of 
customers of the big establishments who 
know that the philosophy is in every day 
practice the year around.

Retarhed Purchase After 12 Years. 

1 was told a story a few months ago touch- 
ing on this fact. In some way the head of 
a large business in Chicago had been quoted 
om this matter. He had explained that no 
effort was spared in selling a customer just 
that thing the customer wanted to buy and 
with which he would be satisiied until the 
usefulness of the purchase honestly was 
outlived. 

Incidentally this quoted statement came 
‘o the eye of a man Uving in North Dakota. 
This man a dozen years before had bought 
an article of this Chicago house for which he 
had paid $18 cash. The thing had been shipped 
to bim and had proved unsatisfactory from 
the first. In the end it was cast aside as 

useless to the purchaser, who on a first com- 
piaint had received little satisfaction 2 
the house. 

But after these twelve years, challesiged 
by the utterance of the head of this estab- 
lighment, this former customer in North Da- 
kota clipped the quoted sentences from the 
newspaper and attached them to a letter 
addressed to the speaker and explaining that 
unsatisfactory deal of twelve years ago. 

The sequel was that by return mall this 
former customer received a check for 618 
principal with compounded interest for 
twelve years at 6 per cent. Convincing; 
wasn't it?

New Employment for Architect 

A Chicago artist got a call from Beatrice, 
Neb. The writer owned a burial lot 100 
feet square, in the city cemetery. He actu- 

ally wanted the Chicago man to bury his 
dead, and the job has been done. The art- 
ist told the Beatrice man to send him 4 list 
of all the people that he expected to bury in 
the lot and he sent it. Upward of fifty peo- 
ple comprised the list, which gave the names 
of each generation of the same family. There 
were the names of the grandfather and the 
grandmother, the sons, grandsons, and great- 
grandsons and their progeny. 

The Chicago artist planned an imposing 
monument in the center of the plat, and then 
located the grave of each member of the 
family. The plan that he drew showed the 
big monument, the graves of the head of the 
family near it, the resting place of each 
member according to the generatiqn to 
which be belonged, and then the shrubbery 
and floral decorations. 

The trend of the present age in cemetery 
work is to give it more of 4 park aspect. 
There is a gpowing disposition to abolish the 
use of both head and foot stones, in fact, 
there is no stone of any kind showing above 
the well trimmed grass of a burial lot. A 
slab lies flat to mark a grave, but it is flush 
with the earth u that 4 lawn mower may be 
run over it.

work. A great field has been opened for 
capable artists with practical ideas. Nature 
is their teacher- and originelity is sure to 
bring lucrative recompense.

A short, 
stockily built man, with a quick, firm tread, 
there is noi trace of indecision in his appear- 
ance of yoice. The latter is evenly pitched and 
he enunciates his words clearly if somewhat 
rapidly. His features are strong and rugged, 
but redeemed from harshness by a pair of 
large and soft brown’ eyes. Work has been 
his gospel since he was a boy, but he is a 
man to whom life ise good, and when it is his 
turn to play he can throw himself into it with 
all the energy and enthusiasm which he has 
shown in his business.

Adversity Only Accelerated Efforts. 

It is not much more than seventy-five years 
since the Jews were permitted any liberties 
in Italy. Yet under the most adverse circum- 
stances, Isaac Pesaro Maurogonato became 
“an athlete in parliamentary debate He 
was born in Venice, Nov. 15, 1817. After bay- 
ing achieved great success as a wer he 
turned his attention to politics. In 1848 he 
became postmaster general of Venice, and 
in 1849 minister of finance and commerce. 

In the discharge of his duties in the latter 
office his business qualities were 80 cop- 
spicuously manifested that after the fall of 
the provisional government and the return 
of the Austrians to Venice, one of the author- 
ities, finding the office so skillfully conducted 
and every payment carefully accounted for, 
exclaimed: “I never would have thought 
that these republican rebels could be so 
honest.“ 

When Venice became a part of the kingdom 
of Italy in 1860,. Maurogonato was elected 
a deputy to parilament, a position which he 
filled so agreeably that for many years 
he ranked among the life senators of his 
native country. In this connection, we must 
mention Dr. Manin (1804-87), the Italian 
patriot and defender of Venice. 

Only since the establishm of the king- 
dom under Victor Emmanuel II. have Italian 
born Jews enoyed equal civi) and politica! 
rights with their fellow countrymen. Yet 
the people who were considered the lowest 
have by their talents and character reached 
with astounding,rapidity the highest round 
in the ladder of political fame.

| Combinations of Combinations. 

But Hudson, like a true Harriman, didn’t 
stop with the formation of these companies 
He planned a combination of the combina- 
tions already formed. This combination was 
to include the London and Birmingham. 
Amalgamated Midland. the York and North 
Midland, and all lines that were in connec- 
tion and that were to be in connection 
north of York to Edinburgh. 

Throughout this period of combination and 
agreement Hudsen acted just as the stock 


‘juggler does today. He voted himself a pro- 


moter’s share of stock for organizing the 
companies and neglected to enter such trans- 
actions on the books. /He guaranteed as much 
as 10 per cent on fhe capital stock of the 
small companies when taken into the combi- 
nation, and if the earning power of the larger 
company were not sufficient to pay such divi- 
dends he made inroads into the capital and 
trusted to the future to make good the loss. 
The books of the companies were kept in a 
loose fashion, so that at one time a bill was 
overpaid to the amount of more than $56,000 
without the mistake being discovered.

“Organizing” Made Big Profits. 


Within three years of the time that Hud- 
son took charge of the Eastern Counties 
company, another of his combinations, more 
than 2.500, 000 had been paid out in divi- 
dends that had not been earned. On the 
creation of.the York, Newcastle and Berwick 
company Hudson handed to himself stock 
to the value of $80,000. And when the Brand- 
ing junction line was acquired Hudson was 
given stock to the value of $185,000. 

But these are but a few of the many cases 
where Hudson took a large rakeoff in stock 
of the companies for the mere work of or- 
ganizing. 

Naturally such @ state of affairs’ could 
not go on forever. The roads had been ex- 
travagantly built and had been extrava- 
gantly managed, although Hudson used 
more care in this latter respect than most 
of his contemporaries. Hudson and his 
friends had bought the stock of various lit- 
tle roads, which were taken into the large 
combinations, and dealing with himself as 
he was when buying in these little roads 
for his larger ones he offered unheard of 
prices and dividends. The books of all the 
companies were so loosely kept that over- 
charges and probably small thefts by the 
employés were common and undetected. 


Finally he paid continually large dividende 


that were not warranted by. the roads’ earn- 
ings, so that a day of reckoning was in- 
evitable. 

It was commonly estimated that by the end

Of course as soon as the public began to 
lose confidence in his schemes Hudson was 
in a bad way. He still paid dividends by 
means of his old method, and when such 
payments failed to Keep the price of the etocks 
up to theit previous Stove! he dipped into the 
treasury and paid even larger ones, although 
the roads were losing money at the old rate. 

But all of these twistings and turnings 
were vain, for in the end an investigation 
was demanded. This investigation immedi- 
ately indicated that the books of all the com- 
panies were in a sad state of chaos. Charges 
had been made back and forth so that even 
an expert accountant was puzzied. 

When at length the final crash came Hud- 
son rose to the occasion and paid back to the 
compentes much of the money that he had 
procured through shady manipulations. Bro- 
ken in fortune and health, as well as dishon- 
ored, he retired from public life, although 
the county Sunderiand, which he repre- 
sented in parliament, loyally made a last 
effort to resuscitate him.

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In one’s wardrobe ig of necessity 
restricted to as few articles as possible, 
there are probably no women who do not 
consider that in that category must be 
included at least one dressing sacque, one 
wrapper, and possibly something on the 
order of a teagown. If the season should 
be summer instead of winter there could 

de two or more of each of these garments in place of 
“sone for the same amount of money, always going on 
the supposition that they are made by oneself. 

For practical good service during the cold weather 
dome light weight, unshrinkable flannel is as good @ 
material as any for either a sacque or wrapper, al- 
though cashmere, albatross, challis, etderdown, quilted 
silks, and satins gre seen quite as much. But these 
garments are being considered first for real utility, and 
for this purpose there does not seem to be anything 
more serviceable than a good quality of flannel. 

The Style should be as simple and plain as possible, 
Which by no means need prevent thelr being pretty 
looking. If one is in business and away from home all 
day it is an excellent plan when one gets home te put 
In a sacque or wrapper, lie down, even if only for ten 

“minutes, and lie perfectly still, with eyes closed, relax- 
ing as much as possible And one can do this much 
more effectually if suitably dressed for it, and there 
are, of course, almost innumerable other times when, 
one or the other of these garments is indispensable. 
They are out of place, however, at any time, outside of 
nes room. 

* ** 

Under the general head of negligees there are many 

garments which are fascinatingly pretty, and are made 

'_ purposely for wearing to breakfast or to receive in, if 

“at home and indisposed. These gacques or d 

jackets, as they frequently are called, are generally 
made more or less elaborately, and of a great variety 
of materials... Any of those mentioned as being used 
for sacques and wrappers, with the exception of flannel 
and the quilted silks and satins, will make up prettily; 
then silks of various kinds (often lined with albatross 
or nun's veiling for warmth) are dressy and dainty. 

Where one's house is warm enough thin wash ma- 
terials, such as fine French nainsooks or batistes, are 
favorite materials, and if one feels the necessity for it 
a separate slip of albatross or nun’s veiling may be 


made. Any of these materials will stand quite elabo- | 


rate trimming, or they may be simply made. Cotton 
crépe and the chagllis that are part cotton should not 
be forgotien among the less expensive materials, for 
when these are trimmed with lace and colored ribbons 
they can be charmingly pretty. India silk makes up 
well ane with the addition of pretty trimmings the 
result is sure to be satisfactory. Take, for instance, 
a delicate rose colored India silk trimmed with valen- 
ciennes lace and worn over a white or pink lawn, could 
there be anything daintier or prettier? 
s * 
“a If one is to spend an evening at home there can 
be no more app opriate or lovelier garment to wear 
tan a house or heagown. These cam be made to be 
r e and becoming, as well as comfortable, that 
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it is small wonder that they are considered almost in- 
dispensable. Another point in their favor is that is 


e distinct saving to a street suit not to wear it in the 


house, but to make a change, and the loose fitting 
garment is much more restful as well as suitable te 
the house. * 

While many teagowns are really triumphs of skill 
they dre so elaborate, both in style of cut and trim- 
ming, there are many ways of making 80 they will not 
be so difficult to make. But from the expensive models 
many a valuable hint may be had. A model in lavender 
or blue chiffon cloth, tucked and trimmed with net on 
which lace désigns have been appliquéd, and satin 
ribbon, could be copied in a less expensive material, 
such as nun’s veiling or cashmere—the trimmings used 
being the same. 

These garments give an ingenious woman almost an 
endless number of ways for using up odd bits of lace 
and other trimmings left from other dresses. Perhaps 
there are some good bits of lace, excepting that the 
foundation is worn, the best designs of which can be 
cut t and put on a filet or other foundation net and 
used in a yoke or collar. Embroideries can often be 
utilised in the same way. So much for general ideas, 
and now to go back to the utility wrappers and sacques. 

* 0 ; 

Any one of the three sacques shown on this page 
will be pretty and easy to make and a plain shirt 
waist pattern will be all that is necessary to cut the 
first two of them out by. The one which is bound with 
satin ribbon can be cut from three yards of material, 
twenty-seven inches wide, or two yards of forty-four 
inches. The lengths should be eut off, allowing four 
inches below the waist, then lay the pieces for the 
fronts together, put the front of a plain shirt waist 
pattern on these pieces so that the middie front of 
the pattern comes one inch from the edge of the ma- 
terial. The fronte are cut plain, not allowing any extra 
fullness anywhere. If the pattern does not extend 
below the waist, mark a line straight down from the 
waistline at the underarm seam point four inches, meas- 
ure straight out from this point two or three inches, 
and connect the two or three inch point with the under- 
arm seam at the waistline with a straight line. Az this 
is a diagonal line it will measure more than four inches, 
go it must be corrected at the lower edge by measuring 
at intervals across the front, down from the waistline, 
and then cyt off at the right length. 

The pattern is set one inch in from he edge go as 
to allow the sacque to lap that amount. 

‘ — — 

The back is cut with a middle back seam which 
should make it fit intoithe figure a Mttle. To take out 
the unnecessary fullness at the waist, megsure in on 
the pattern at the waistline one inch, then €raw a new 
middle back sedm by drawing «a straight line from 
this point to the original seam at the neck point. The 
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one small dart on each 

side. These darts should 

not be over two inches in 

width at the waist and 

probably a little less at 

the bottom These direo- 

tions may sound as though the sacque were to be tight 
fitting, but it should be decidely loose and will be if 
the pattern is the right size and these directions are 
carefully followed. They were given to show how per- 
fectly and easily the same pattern may be used for 
different purposes. 

The sleeves will be pretty made from a shirt waist 
sleeve pattern, gathering the fullness into a cuff, or cut 
from a two piece sleeve pattern, and instead of a cuff 
simply binding the edge with ribbon. This sacque 
would be wonderfully pretty made m a scarlet or blue 
flannel showing black dots and bound with black rib- 
bon, or, prettier still, finishing the edges with an em- 
broidered scallop done in black. 

* 

The second sacque is suitable for any of the materi- 
als excepting the eiderdown or quilted silks. There is 
no middle back seam, the material being laid on à fold 
of the goods. Before the fronts are cut out two clus- 
ters of tucks—each of two tucks—are put in; these 
extend only to a yoke depth. The under arm seams are 
left open two inches up from the bottom and all the 
edges may be either bound, feather stitched, or em- 
broidered. There is a low turnover collar, and cuffs, 
corresponding in shape, finish the simple, full sleeve. 
This sacque is made of a tan colored cashmere with 
no figure, and the ribbons at the neck and waist are 
more brown than tan. 8 

The third sacque is cut with the sleeves and body 
all in one and if one has a pattern of a kimono night 
dress it will do to cut this by. It is essentially for 
comfort and would be pretty made of a blue eiderdown 
flannel bound with satin ribbon the same shade. The 
collar is a small turnover one, the edge being bound 
with the ribbon, as are the edges of the sleeves. 

A pretty negligee, suitable to put on in bed over a 
night dress, in case of illness, is made of a delicate 
pink albatross trimmed with a deeper pink silk show- 
ing large polke dots. A shirt waist pattern will do 
to cut by and twice the width of each front and back 
must be allowed when cutting out. It is cut rather 
low in the neck and several rows of shirring are put 
im 40 confine the fullness. The back is treated in the 
same manner, then full half length sleeves are made 

guirred into the armhole. 4 two inch dem ig put 
each sleeve and above this is a band of the silk 
one and one-half inches wide, The silk collar takes a 
sailor shape across the back, although it is decidedly 
shallow. The points fall prettily over the edges of 
the armfholes and then curve rather abruptly off to al- 
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intervals. Both fronts and back are tucked to yoke 
depth and from there hang straight and full. 

The bottom ig finished with a deep hem, the sleeves 
are simple, full, three-quarter length ones, gathered into 
@ narrow cuff. neck is cut in a little square, both 
back and front, finished the same as the cuffs with 
a taffeta. bias band. 

Such a garment as the one just descri as well 
as the one to follow, can be made from seven yards of 
double width goods, or eight and one-half yards twenty- 
seven inches wide. 

The second wrapper is cut With a bias, middle back 
seam, and double breasted front. The wrapper comes 
just to the neck line across the back and is cut in a 
slight V“ in the front. It should be cut large and 
loose the same as a night dress is, and no shoulder 
plaits will be necessary. For warmth and comfort this 
would be fine made of eiderdown flannel and the sleeves 
and neck could be finished with a heavy quality of 
satin put on in bands. It should be made long enough 
to rest on the floor all the way around. ° 

x 

A breakfast jacket is a pretty form of a negligee 
for one’s own home and à particularly pretty style for 
one ig shown. It is made of a flowered silk in a Dres- 
den pattern on a lavender ground and has à tight 
fitting back which comes to the waist only; the skirt 
part is cut circular and is laid in two pboxplaits in 
the middie of the back. The fronts hang straight down 
from the shoulder. and are laid back to form long, 
straight revers. These revers are trimmed with sev- 
eral tiny lace edgings which are fulled on the entire 
length. The revers do not meet in front, but separate 
enough to show a vest or underblouse of net over plain 
lavender silk coming exactly to the waistline. 

A folded belt of the plain silk covers the joining at 
the waist across the back, slips through slits which 
are cut under the edges of the revers, and extends acrogs 
the overblouse, fastening at the left of the front. The 
sleeves are three-quarter length with the upper part of 
the Dresden sik and have a long, tight cuff of the 
net with the silk underneath. 

This could be prettily and much less elaborately 
made of cashmere or albatross in some becoming color, 
using the material tucked up and down fos the under 
blouse and lower parts of the sleeves. 

* * 

Two beautiful teagowns are shown which may be 
more elaborate than many people will care to make, 
but they are good examples of their kind and may sug- 
gest ideas for more simple ones. The first has an 
underdreas of whit chiffon cloth made so it falls soft 
and full about the feet, In the front it hangs straight 
down from the slightly low neck, while the sides and 

at the waist, the lining extending only to the 
Over this falls a long, slashed overdress of a

neck. 
‘pale green India edged with a narrow dark green 
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velvet ribbon. There is a slash on each side which

The second one is made of an exquisite shade of 
Bray silk crépe showing a plain, circular underskirt 
made quite long; over this is a tong tunic, gathered 
slightly into the bottom of the yoke part. It is plain 
under the arms, but fulls across the back the same as 
on the front. The shape that the lower edge takes can 
be easily seen. The plain yoke is made of a sheer 
tucked mousseline, ag are also the long, tight sleeves. 
The fastening is at the middle of the back and the long 
sash of softest liberty satin in an exquisite rosé starts 
up under the arms towards the back, crosses to the 
front, then around to the back again, 
knot on the left side. 

The beautiful little overblouse is 
fascinating shape and can easily be 
illustration.

Made in some less expensive material and without 
there being two skirts, the upper part could easily be 
carried out, also the draping of the sash, making a 
beautiful garment. 

The adjustable flounces are practical, ag a hand- 
some one can be used both on a silk and lingerie pet- 
ticoat. They button to the skirt under a wide beading 
of embroidery that heads the flounce, or the skirt can 
have a wide band of embroidery that buttons down 
over the top of the ruffle.

Steam Stale Biscuits. 

Steam the stale biscuit in this way and they 
will de as good as when freshly baked. The 
minute instructions here given may seem un- 
necessary for so simple a process, but it is 
following these little details that makes the 
difference between light, delicate, hot, 
steamed bread and the sodden, heavy, water 
soaked stuff so often served. 

EGGING AND CRU MBING.—As suggested 
in the foregoing, the crumbs for this purpose 
should be sifted through a medium fine sieve. 
When crumbing fish or meat, take out of the 
supply of crumbs what you think will be 
sufficient for your immediate use. Mix with 
the crumbs a little salt and pepper with the 
addition of a littl finely chopped parsley, if 
you like the flavor. 

Beat the eggs slightly with a fork in a shal- 
low plate;.add two tablespoons of water or 
milk to each egg. Add a little sugar if the 
crumbs are to be used fr sweet croquettes, 
such as rice or hominy, and pepper and sait 
for others. Turn the crumbs on the board, 
and dip or roll the chop, fish, or croquette 
first in the crumbs, then shake off the su- 
perfluous ones. Crumb all the articles and 
let them stand a few moments; then dfp them 
in the egg mixture, using two forks for this 
purpose. Be careful that the entire surface 
of each article is covered. Drain from the 
egg and roll again — crumbs. 


To Handle Soft 1 

Oroquettes, cutlets, and all soft mixtures 
may be more easily handled on the broad 
blade of the spatula when being dipped in 
the egg. The egg then may be dripped over

them. the spatula then slipped again length- 


wise under the croquette, drained, and Jaid 
carefully into the crumbs. The# roll, if cro- 
quettes, with the spatyla until entirely coat- 
ed with.crumbs. If cutleta, turn them with 
the spatula and sprinkle the crumbs over 
them. By handling these soft mixtures with 
the spatula their shapes may be preserved: 

Remember the order of crumbing: First 
in crumbs, then in egg, then again in crumbs, 
Small articles like scafjopes and small oys- 
ters can be crumbed more easily and quick- 
ly by placing them with the crumbs in a 
paper and-tossing or turning until all are 
crumbed. The crumbs thet are left on the 
board after the crumbing is finished should 
not ba returned to the crumb jar, as the mois- 
ture lett in them from the egg mixture wi!)

GERMAN TOAST.—Beat three eggs slight- 
fy. Add two tahjespoons of milk to each 
egg, one-half teaspoon salt, two tablespoons 
sugar. Cut stale bread in half inch thick 
slices, remove the crust, dip the slices into 
egg mixture. Cook on a well greased grid- 
die, using equal parts of lard and butter; 
brown on one side; then turn and brown on 
the other side. Serve with maple sirup for 
breakfast or luncheon, or with apricot sauce 
for dessert. Stale sponge cake may be used 
in the same manner. 

DRY TOAST.—Cut stale bread in one-third 
inch slices. Remove the crust, or not, as you 
desire. Lay slices on the broiler some dis- 
tance from the gas flame, and toast the 
bread, turning often until it is evenly 
browned. If a toaster is used and a coal 
fire, the slices may be placed in the toaster, 
the latter locked, and placed over clear fire 
to dray, holding it a safe distance from coals. 
Turn and dry opposite side; then lower the 
toaster near the coals, and brown the bread 
a rich color. If you stack the toast, one slice 
on top of the other, toast will soon become 
moist. Toast may or may not be huttered | 
before sending it to the table. 

MOISTENED TOAST.—Add one-half tea- 
spoon salt to one cup boiling water; turn 

water into a shallow sauce pan, and keep 
rater just below the boiling pofnt.

MILK TOAST.—Dilute three tablespoons 
of bread with cold water to make a thin 
smooth paste.

Cover 
and cook twenty minutes. Season with salt 
and add two and one-half tablespoons butter.

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TREE IN THE WORLD 


OWN in huddied Cheapside, in the vortex 
of London's human whirlpool, there 
stands the. most vaimable tree in the 
world. That is to say, It occupies a more 
valuable space than any tree in the world, 
for the land in which it has spread its 

ym fe0te for over 300 years is worth $1,000 a 
equare foot. 

In the spacious times of good Queen Bess this yew 
was a young sapling in the garden of a noble man- 
sion. Kingdoms rose and fell, but the tree grew and 
throve, while time in ite progress gradually changed 
the character of the neighborhood in which it stood. 
The aristoeratic mansions gave way to warehouses, and 
the gardens disappeared to give place to closely packed 
rows of mean little houses wherein petty merchants 
drove more or less flourishing businesses. The garden 
in which the yew stood belonged to the ancient, house 


of Chudleigh, and was the last one to diseppedr. Tt 


has long gone now, and only the yew remains, and 
thereby clings a romantic tale. 

Beneath the yew tree there fie buried the bones of 
an Elizabethan Chudleigh, who, after the manner of 
Shakspeare and other cheerful ‘minded persons of that 
day, pronounced a solemn curse on any one who would 
disturb his last resting place. His grandson was an 
irreverent individual, who became pressed for money. 
and cenceived the idea of clearing the old garden and 


buliding upon it. He had already made the necessary 


contracts, and was about to put his Imptous purpose 
into execution, when he was suddenly ‘killed in a curious 
fashion. Walking one day in the old garden with his 
architect, he was struck by a slate blown from the 
roof of the antient mansion and quitted life with start- 
ling celerity. His heir, being of a righteous mind, 
looked upon it as a judgment, and immediately can- 
celed all contracts and the garden escaped. 

The curse hela good for a couple of generations 
after that, until there arose an original minded Chud- 
leigh in the reign of George III. of sacred memory. 
This Chudleigh had a wholesome regard for the curse, 
but also was ay in need of money, so he set ‘his 
Wits to ‘work and devised a most ingenious scheme.

te the builder. The ghost must have grown tired or 
“aslly satiafied; for the Georgian ,Chudleigh: died in 
his bed; but before he died he made a will which in- 
sured, so far as the wit of lawyer could, that none of 
his heirs, executors, administrators, or assigns should, 
would, or could touch that little railing which sur- 
y rounded the tree. Happily for his wishes the estate was 
soon in chancery where it now remains.

Class of Music Shows Difference. 

Miss Duncan has been careful to avoid in her 
dancing any remote hint of suggestiveness. She en- 
dea vors to portray by her art hope, joy, grief, antici- 
pation, satisfaction, and @ thousand other emotions and 
refinements of emotion which are really nameless. She 
has been followed recently by Frau von Leth, a young 
Austrian, whose husband is a rising painter, and who 
has for some time been delighting her friends with 
the magic of her dancing. She has yielded to their 
importunities to appear in public, and after a few 
semi-public. performances is. now preparing to make 
her professional début in a theater in Munich. 

Nothing could be more illustrative of the 4iffer- 
ence between this new school and its immediate prede- 
cessors than the class of music which the exponents 
use for their accompaniment. Chopin, Beethoven, and 
Brahms are the three world masters to whose sym- 
phonies Frau von Leth will dance, and she is said to 
have absolutely fascinated those who have seen her by 
the revelation she gives of “the possibilities of the 
dance.

A particular grease paint called Mongo- 
Han has been prepared for those who ap- 
pear in the flowing robes of the Flowery 
kingdom. Lawrence Comer, who ie appear- 
ing as a dignified Chinaman in A Broken 
Idol.“ makes up in a startlingly real manner 
for his part. He uses the Mongolian ’’ 
grease paint, soap, cosmetique, and a white 
grease paint and powder in reaching his 
faithful imitation of a denizen of the Chinese 
quarter in Los Angeles. Miss Madge Voe, 
who is seen in a delightful characterization 
of a young Chinese wife, has a most lifelike 
makeup. 

She first covers here eyebrows with gelatin 
and then covers them with white grease 
paint. Next she applys a coat of the yellow 
grease paint to her face, her hands, and the 
back of her neck. She uses rouge on the 
cheeks and paints a little rosebud mouth. 
The eyes are darkened with blue and the eye 
lashes beaded. Eyebrows are painted on in 
the slanting manner distinctive of the Chi- 
nese, and oblique “ Vs of white grease 
paint are applied at the outer corners of the 
eyes, and the illusion is perfect. A black 
wig drawn over stiff black bangs completes 
the makeup, which is the acme of realism.

ELECTION JUDGES. 

The election commissioners asked for 
and have received suggestions for the 
guaranteeing of honesty and accuracy on 
the part of election judges and clerks. 
The difficulty ie not so much to get honest 

as it is to get competent men. Many 
seeming election frauds are aot due to 
dishonesty, but to ignorance. Two of the 
men who undertook to advise the com- 
missioners showed by their answers to a 
question put to them that they would 
have been innocent lawbreakers if they 
had been judges. 

Small city precincts gre necessary, for 
they are a check on fraud, but the 
smaller they are the more difficult it «is 
to get the right kind of judges and clerks. 
There are numerous precincts where there 
is no trouble about finding honest men, 
but where it is not easy to get capable 
men who are willing to serve. Some who 
would be competent do not wish to give 
to the work the time it would require. 
There are not merely the regular election 
days. There are registration and primary 
election days. 

Counting the vote is not the simple 
thing it was in the days when each party 
printed its own tickets. The blanket bal- 
lot, even when marked by a comparative- 
ly intelligent independent voter, is full of 
snares and pitfalls for the judges, espe- 
cially it they be green hands. If the bal- 
jot could be simplified the judges would 
not make so many mistakes. It certainly 
could be made shorter by providing for 
the filling by appointment of some offices 
which are now elective. 

The election board will have to appoint 
this year 6,500 judges and clerks. Some 
of them will be men who have already 
served and have some understanding of 
their duties. Others will be novices. 
The commissioners send out detailed in- 
structions to appointees and urge them to 
ask for advice when in doubt. The Way- 
man-Healy. recount revealed an amazing 
amount of ignorance and blundering in 
spite of the instructions. Is not it possi- 
ble for the commissioners to have a school 
for judges and clerks where practical les- 
sons as to their duties could be given 
them? Men learn much more quickly 


that way than they do when they are 


given printed directions. It is clear. that 
something must be done to get more ac- 
curate judges and elerks. As for dishon- 
est ones, there is law enough to ‘punish 
them. :

THE WEALTH OF FRANCE. 

M. Lesoy-Beaulieu estimates the pres- 
ent wealth of the French people at 345, 
000,000,000, or more than $1,100 fo: 
every man, woman, and child. He be 
lieves the estimate to be a low one, be- 
cause the succe@sion taxes on which it 
rests are largely paid om undervaluations. 


He says that because of natural thrift 


France adds yearly about a billion dollars 
to its fortune. 

The cen bureau estimate of the 
wealth of- the American people in 1904 
was $107,000,000,000, being $1,310 per 
capita. Between 1890 and 1900 the peo- 
ple of the United States added twenty- 
three dillions to their joint fortunes. 
That was over two billions a year. If 
they had been as thrifty as the French 
they would have added much more. But 
they are given to extravagance and pure 
wastefulness. 22 losses through fire 
alone would bankrupt a less prosperous 
nation. 

Half of the wealth of the American 
people consists of land, improved and un- 
improved. The area of France ‘is only 
207,000 square miles and that of the 
United States three million square miles. 
So it is largely because of its greater 
number of acres that the United States 
leads France in aggregate wealth. But 
when it comes to a matter of fluid, loan- 


able wealth, France occupies a position | 
in which it is beyond the reach of imme- 


Mate American rivalry. 

The annual savings of the French peo- 
ple cannot all be invested at home. There 
is a large surplus which must seek em- 
ployment abroad. Thanks to these sur- 
pluses, France has become “the world's 
banker.“ M. Leroy-Beaulieu says France 
has an annual income of 3300, 000,000 
from. foreign holdings, principally govern- 

ment stocks. There is ‘some reason to

That is a guess, but it 
may not be fax from the truth. 

The impending revision of the tariff 
may reduce customs receipts momentarily.

So unless 
there shalk be a decided jump in the in- 
ternal revenue receipts a considerable def- 
icit will be inevitable. The effect which 
the great extension of “dry” territory in 
the south will have on the receipts from 
spirits is undetermined.

It will be all 
the stronger, for the legislation to be 
enacted this year at Springfield will give 
it greater headway.

ing him the right to set bones and to treat 
wounds. In 1000 it is recorded in the munic- 
ipal archives at Copenhagen that Gaspar, 
the hangman at Copenhagen, received four 
rigedalers for the cure of two sick e nin 
the infirmary, and in 1688 King Chr IV. 
summoned the executioner of Gluckstadt to 
examine the diseased foot of the crown 
prince of Denmark. Henry Koster; the 
physician in ordinary of the king, complained 
bitterly in letters still in existence of the 
slight thus placed upon him, insisting that the 
hangman, ‘ who fs as fit, to treat the case as 
an artist to play the lyre, had received a 
fee from the king of 200 rigsdalers and a large 
silver goblet. In 1782, Bergen, an execu- 
tioner in Norway, was authorized by royal 
decree to practice surgery. King Frederick 
I. of Prussia chose his favorite hangman, a 
man of the name of Cobleng, to be his physi- 


clan in ordinary; and Brick Petersen, public 


executioner at Trondhjem in 1796, served as 
surgeon. to an infantry regiment through- 
out the wars in the early of the nine- 
teenth century, retiring in 1814 with the rank 
of surgeon major. Moreover, J. Pierpont 
4 — has, I believe, in his library a book 
en on the treatment of various diseases 
‘Andreas Liebknecht, the public execu- 
tiener at Copenhagen, who at the close of the 
seventeenth century enjoyed European fame 
as a physician. The book bears the date of 
publication as 1605, and is dedicated to The 
Holy and Ever — Trinity.“ 


Every now and 1 the prince of Wales 
takes occasion to publicly repudiate responsi- 
bility for the shocking condition of tenements 
owned by him in the slums of London, de- 
ploring and condemning the injury which 


‘they conetitute to the health and Hfe of their 


unfortunate tenants. Ags the heir apparent 
is not known to be a capitalist it may be just 
as well to.explain how he comes to be the 
owner of property in the British metropolis. 
The prince, as son of the sovereign and heir 
apparent, is duke of Cornwall and entitled as 
such, until his accession, to the revenues of 
the duchy. As in the case of the sovereign's 
uchy of Lancaster, so in that of the prince’s 
doch of Cornwall, the property pertaining 
thereto is not in any way restricted to the 
county that, bears the name of the duchy. 
The duchy of Lancaster owns much real es- 
tate in other counties than that of Lancaster, 
especially in the metropolitan districts of 
Middlesex and of Surrey. It is the same with 
the duchy of Cornwall, and the greater part 
of what was once known as the Lambeth 
marsh and of all that southern portion of 
London now known as Kensington belong 
to the duchy of Cornwall. It is indeed from 
this London property that the duchy of Corn- 
wall derives the major portion of its reve- 
nues. The land is let out on a ninety-nine 
year lease, and until these leases fall in the 
duke of Cornwall for the time being, no mat- 
ter how much he may be the ground land- 
lord and draw money from the ground rents, . 


has absolutely no control over the buildings 


as long as the terms of the lease are not 
broken. Not until the leases fall in, either 
through expiration or through nonpayment 
of the ground rent, will the duke of Cornwall 
have the right to resume the land, and to 
take possession of the buildings erected there- 
on by the leaseholders, to raze the objection- 
able tenements, and improve the property. 

It ie altogether unfair, therefore, that the 
prince should be held up to obloquy in ultra- 
radical aud Socialist newspapers and plat- 
form utterances as a rack rent landlord of 
slum tenements of the most obnoxious char- 
acter, and there is no accusation that the 
prince feels more deeply. 

— 

All told, the prince of Wales derives about 
$400,000 a year from his duchy of Cornwall. 
The estates which he owns in the county of 
Cornwall do not extend over an area of more 
than 12,000 acres, whereas he owns over 
50,000 acres in Devonshire and many thou- 
sand more acres in the county of Somerset. 
Besides this the prince of Wales as duke 
of Cornwall is entitled to tithes in the county 
of Cornwall, to royalties on coal mines and 
tin mines, to estates left by intestates, and 
to foreshore * 2 

Let me add that were the prince of Wales 
to predecease his father the duchy of Corn- 


Avall and its revenues would not be inherited 


by his son, but would reverttotheking. For 
it ie a sine qua non that the duke of Corn- 
wall should be a son of the sovereign. But 
when the prince of Wales succeeds to the 
throne his eldest son will, ipse facto, become 
duke of Cornwall.

may be mentioned that it needed the presence 
of @ man possessed of authority, such as the 
king, to assume the direction of the work of 
rescue and relief in the first days of terrible 
confusion and chaos following the destruc- 
tion of Messina and Reggio. The survivors 
were in many cases completely bereft of 
their reason. Hundreds of police and thou- 
sands of soldiers had been killed by the col- 
lapse Of their barracks, while every jail and 
penitentiary was emptied of its prisoners 
and convicts, who availed themselves of the 
occasion to plunder the dying and the dead. 
Add to this the absence of water and of food, 
the ruined buildinge flaming in every direc- 
tion, the moans and screams of the injured 
and of the demented, and one may possibly 
picture to oneself the inferno in which the 
strong and masterful hand of @ king alone, 
whose authority was unquestioned, could 
initiate the work of restoring some sembiance 
of order and of organizing relief. 
Moreover, the arrival of the king and 
queen on the scene gave to the survivors of 
the population of Messina and Reggio the 
assurance that they were not being aban- 
doned to their fate, and that the latter were 
engaging the sympathy of their countrymen 
and of the government who were at work 
in their behalf. The cable dispatches, indeed, 


have mentioned that in one or two of the 


stricken towns and villages on the coast of 
Sicily, and on_the mainiand in the vicinity 
of Reggio, thé appearance of the king was 
the first intimation to the survivors they had 
not beén deserted, cut off as they were from 
all communication by the destruction of 
telegraph wires and railroad lines, The 
presence of the queen, too, was of incalcula- 
ble benefit in allaying terror and in soothing 
suffering and sorrow, while the way in which 
she worked, carrying out injured children 
from the débris of injured houses and car- 
ing for their hurte with her own hands, ex- 
cited a very necessary spirit ot emulation in 
all those in a position to assist in the work

The whispers grew louder 
and I stood up ‘to see what the trouble was. 
No one moved, but they all seemed restless 
and were fidgeting about. The tenderfoot 
uehers were in charge up there and they 
stood helplessly against the wall wondering 
what to do. 

One of them snapped his fingers to attract 
my attention, and that started the crowd. 
They grabbed hats and coats and wraps and 
jumped madly over the backs of seats wom- 
en, men, and children in a mad rush. Thoee in 
front couldn't stop because those behind 
were crowding them, and they came on like 
a seventh wave. The noise of their feet 
raised an awful din. The play was forgotten. 
I Jumped to the foyer and signaled the boye 
and we lined up to meet them. 

Crowding, smashing, pushing, and yelling 
came the human wave, and shrill cries from 
the frightened little children rang through 
the big house.
